The Ambassador reported that he tried to dissuade TSUJI from 
making this trip due to the risk involved j however, TSUJI countered by 
stating that his trip had the sanction of Foreign Minister KOSAKA Zentaro 
and Prime Minister LKEDA Haynto, and that he had made arrangements for 
appointment e with senior government officials in North Vietnam and Comaaiciat 
China as veil as fer safe passage in those countries.

3. Cn or about 30 Kay 1961, the Foreign Ministry received a classified 
communication fron the Japanese Sntoassy in Phnom Penh stating that TSUJI 1 * 
personal effects, mostly clothing, were being shipped to either Hong
